“FO-DAY is the two hundredth anniver- 
sary of the death of Francois Couperin, 
a composer whose work had a considerable 
influence on the development of’ form in 
music. Stockholm, at least, is devoting 
part of its programme -to definite com- 
memoration of Couperin by a concert of his 
chamber music. French stations, strange 
to say, pass over the anniversary without 
recognition of one of the principal names 
in French. musical history, and this 
omission is made the stranger by the place 
given to’ the work of another French 
musician, Rameau, in a concert to be broad- 
cast by the Eiffel Tower Station.

“THE CABIN IN THE 
| COTTON.”

Of the new films in Dublin this week, no 
less than three have claims on one’s atten. 
tion; but, while Edward G. Robinson and 
Boris Karloff should not be missed, the 
Capitol’s film offers, perhaps, a little more 
scope for comment,  '' The Cabin in the 
Cotton ” is one of those films which come 
occasionally from Hollywood, and which for. 
sake melodrama for real life. 

One is inclined. to suspect that the cinema 
has created a “ stage-America,”’ and that the 
real country may not be porulated exclusively 
with gangsters and platinum blondes; now 
and again one gets glimpses of a life that is 
not so very much unlike our own, and of 
people who act and tlffuk in much the same 
way as we do. 

“The Cabin in the Cotton " affords us one 
of these glimpses. It takes us to the 
Southern States, and shows us the eterna] 
‘problem of riches and poverty as it affects 
the cotton fields. ‘There are faults on both 
sides; the cotton-pickers can be lazy and un- 
scrupulous, and they are quite willing to steal 
and burn if it serves their purpose, On the 
other hand, some of the rich planters are 
ready to steal on an even larger scale, and 
are not above lynching. Both sides of the 
case are presented impartially and withont 
sensationalism, but the note of “‘ co-opera- 
tion ’’ with. which the film ends is vague 
enough to remind us that the problem is still 
unsolved. 

The plot of this picture is excellent: one 
has the situation of a young cotton-picker 
who is educated by his employers to serve 
their own purposes, and who finds himself 
compelled ‘‘ to run with the hare and hunt 
with th, hends.”’ The film, however, 
might be better if it took itself less seriously, 
and a really good producer would have found 
some means of illustrating his points by 
action rather than by long speeches. 

Alison Skipworth is as delightful as ever 
in the supgorting comedy, ' A Lady's Pro. 
fession,”” and carries the “ grand manner ”’ 
even into the steerage quarters of Atlantic 
liners and the speak-easies of New York, 
‘There is not a dull moment in this film.

WATERFORD GLASS. 


In 1706 the Coroner’s salary was fixed at 
£2 a year, though it was not dikely that the 
office was a sinecure. Light in two ways 
came to Waterford a gencration later, for in 
1729 the first newspaper was published and in 
1752 the streets were lit with oil lamps by 
the Corporation. For some unknown reason 
the latter enterprise was abandontd twelve 
years later, bet glass-making, which became 
femed, was established in 1783, and in 1793 a 
~coden Lridge across the Suir was begun. 
Cnarles Bianconi opened a shop in Waterford 
in 1803, and in 1816 the first Bianconi car 
service was established. The Villiers-Stuart 
election, which was declared to have broken 
the back of the opposition to Catholic 
Emancipation, took place in 1626. On October 
15, 1845, the first sod of the Waterford and 
Limerick Railway was turned, and the. rail- 
way wae opened in 1854. 


WHAT TO SEE. 


The Town Hall, in the Large Reom of 
which the conference of the Association of 
Municipal Authorities will be held, was built 
The spacious entranée hal! was 
originally an Exchange, where merchants 
congregated to do business.

Summer Cruises. 


Among many remarkable features of this 
not uneventful year has been the growth of 
the “ cruising habit ” as a substitute for 
the more orthodox forms of holiday. An 
English newspaper reckons that before the 
end of the season no fewer than 250 holiday 
cruises will have been conducted by British 
liners alone; and the number must be 
doubled if holidays on liners running their 
normal services, and cruises en foreign 
liners which call at British ports, are 
included. In all some 175,000 people will 
have passed their vacations in this manner, 
and they will have spent about £5,000,000. 
The. habit has sprung into vigorous life 
almost at a bound. There have been holi- 
day cruises for many years, but only within 
this summer have they become a regular, 
rather than an exceptional, practice. Their 
lure, of course, can be comprehended with- 
out difficulty. In the first place, most 
cruises are directed to the sunny waters of 
the South, whence the voyager can return 
with that tropical tan which prolongs the 
pleasures of a delightful holiday. In the 
next place, they are by no means expen- 
sive, and, on the majority of liners, they 
are exceedingly comfortable. They permit 
quick, if not lasting, friendships, and 
there is all the romance that the youngest 
and most susceptible holiday-maker can 
desire. Finally, being virtually ‘ one- 
piece ” affairs, they do away with the dis- 
comforts that are normally attendant on 
travel in foreign parts—the changing of 


trains and of money, the nuisance of 


Customs, the inability of foreigners to 
understand one’s language. In all 
probability, the habit will persist and 
spread for the next few years; and it will 
make a great deal of difference to the 
harassed shipping companies.

THE AGE OF SPEED. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—-The letter from “ R.W.M.C.”’ mn your 
issue of last Friday has, I think, put 
‘‘ Nichevo,”’ in a false position, as references 
to the first explorers are far outside his 
‘* philosophy” in connection with unnecessary 
speed. There is no analogy; and it. is 
irrelevant to reiterate adventures made in 
Santen and colonising the New World 
or the exploits of great pioneers—Marco Polo, 
Livingstone and  others—because those 
venturers could not depend upon speed as 
an element. necessary for success in their 
undertakings. Doubtless, multi-engined :ir- 
planes might have expedited Stanley’s search 
for a og big they would have saved 
Gordon; but there were net any, and it was 
the lack of such means of salvation which 
threw the heroes of past centuries upon their 
own resources. So, “nearly all the world,” 
s “RW.M.C.” says, “is explored and 
mapped out now, What is left bat to try 
to get from place to place more quickly?” 
The quotation really bares what I considered 
to be the point in “ Nichevo’s”’ thought: 
“ Why, unless acceleration be warranted by 
business of sufficient urgency, strive to get 
from place to place more quickly ”” Having 
covered the maximum of miles in the minimum 
of minutes, one will. have the more hours to 
waste. 

In road-racing the manufacturer. gets a 
useful, gruelling test, and, incidentally, 
advertisement for his machine. The driver, 
striving to sate the spirit of competition, 
gets all the adventure; the spectater enjoys 
a succession of thrills and the ecstasy of 
hero-worship. se, and increments well 
earned by local trading communities, are the 
satisfactions in these contests Which have 
been Cong OF during more than thirty years, 
and will continued, Public. contests and 
exhibitions, including ap 's of ndtable 
characters, races of al nds and even 
hangings (not in an academic sense) always 
have attracted and ‘‘ quickened the pulses ” 
of people; but there is little of adventure, 
unless it be for the victim in the last instance.

WHY RECOGNITION BY 
U.S.A. IS WITHHELD. 


From Revuter’s Corresronpent. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 


‘THE United States will recognise the 
new Government of Cuba as soon aa 
it has demonstrated that it can maintain 
order. That was the statement made by 
Mr. Cordell Hull, the Secretary of State, 
to-tlay. | 
This statement of American policy comes 
on the first official day of office of Dr. 
San-Martin, a member of the reyola- 
tionary jurita, who has become Cuba's 
third President within a month. 
Mr. Hull stressed the fact that the 
Government of the United States was not 
concerned with individuals or groups in 
Cuba, but that it desired to see stable 
government established. 
At the same time President Roosevelt 
has intimated that the United States atti- 
ude towards the Government of Dr. Ramon 
Grau San-Martin will cepend upon 
whether it proves to have the support cf 
the Cuban populace. 


VIOLENT PROTESTS. 


Dr. San-Martin was fofmally sworn in 
last night (says Reuter’s Correspondent in 
Havana). He declared: ‘‘ I shall honour 
all Government obligations, including 
foreign loans, to the last penny. ”' 

After he had taken the oath five 
thousand people shouting ' Down with 
Yankee Imperialism,’’ crowded the Central 
Park. Some orators: fiercely denounced 
Dr. San-Martin for “ lending himself to 
the machinations of Wall street,’’ and 
violent protests were made egainst the 
presence. of United States warships in 
Cuban waters. 7 

Then shouts and the fluttering of red 
flags above the heads of the crowd 
announced the arrival of the Communists. 
They captured the meeting completely, 
and made repeated references to the fact 
that there were now thirty-nine American 
warships either in Cuban waters or on 
their way as proof of ‘* Yankee 
Imperialism.” | 


CESPEDES WANTED. 


This stormy meeting was the first 
indication in Havana of any crystallised 
public opinion either for or against the 
new Government, except that three 
hundred Armveofhcers have demanded that 
the former President, Dr. De Cespedes, 
shall be reinstalled. 

Nevertheless, the fact that the officers 
have dispatched such a demand to Dr. 
San-Martin instead of trying to lead a 
counter-revolt is regarded as indicating 
that the differences between them and the 


new Government may be capable of 
solution. 
Dr. San-Martin’s diffieulties do not. 


however, seem to be over. A message from 
Santiago de Cuba states that as a result 
of the refusal of supporters of ex-President 
Menocal to accept the new Government and 
of Army officers to return to their posts, 
commerce is at a standstill. 

Trouble in the Cuban railway system 
is to be added to the*other perplexities of 
the new President. 

The Consolidated Railroads of Cuba, an 
American-owned company which controls 
about a thousand miles of track in the 
island, will cease running at midnight. 
The management has refused to consider 
an increase in wages, maintaining that 
the line is already running at a loss, and 
that an indefinite lock-out would be pre- 
ferable to incurring further expenditures, 


AMERICANS’ REFUGE. 


Another cause of anxiety to the present 
Government is the attitude of the A.B.C., 
the powerful political organisation largely 
recruited from students. This society 
declares that it will not accept the régime 
of Dr, San-Martin, and demands that a 
truly representative Government shall be 
established. 

Meanwhile the United States Ambas- 
sador, his family, and other American 
residents, together with about four 
hundred Cuban officers who left their com- 
mands when the latest revolution broke 
out. and staying in the National Hotel 
under the protection of the 14-inch guns 
of the American dreadnought Miss'ssippi.

Vice-Admiral Evans, who is Commander- 
in-Chief of the Africa Station and Acting 
High Commissioner, has left Simon’s Town 
(Cape Province), accompanied by a detach- 
ment of two hundred Marines, with three 
Howitzer field guns manned by blue- 
jackets, for Bechuanaland, where he is to 
arbitrate in the dispute. 


PUNITIVE FORCE? 


The natives of the territory are peace- 
fully disposed, and the despatch of the 
marines as escort is considered here as a 
purely precautionary measure. 

Some colour is, however, lent to the view 
that they may, if necessary, constitute a 
punitive expedition by the fact that Vice- 
Admiral Evans's flagship, Carlisle, 
hastened back from Durban and arrived 
at Simon's Town yesterday afternoon 
instead of to-day, thus enabling the Acting 
High Commissioner and his escort to leave 
with the minimum of delay.

REICHSTAG FIRE 
TRIAL. 


THOUSANDS LISTEN TO 
DEFENCE SPEECHES.

PARIS, Monday. 


Kight thousand people, packed tighter 
than sardines, crowded the Salle Wagram 
to-night to hear the two well-known 
French criminal lawyers, Maitres Moro 
Giafferi and Henri Torres, make the 
speeches for the defence of the’ accused 
Communists in the Reichstag fire case 
which they would have made at Leipzig 
had the German Supreme Court allowed 
them to appear. 

Thousands of people were unable to 
obtain admission to the hall, and those 
inside were so jammed together that they 
suffered intepse discomfort from heat and 
lack of ventilation. 

Maitre Giafferi went over the ground 
for the defence which by. now is so 
familiar, but such was the eloquence of 
his rhetoric and his critical analysis of 
the prosecution’s case that his audience 
listened in complete silence with the most 
absorbed attention. 

The scene in the great hall was almost 
as impressive as that of an actual court 
of law, and it was only at the conclusion 
of his speech that the gathering broke 
into delirious applause, which lasted 
several minutes. | 

A similar reception was accorded to the 
plea advanced by Maitre Torres. 

From the organisers’ point of view the 
meeting was an unqualified success, and 
it served at least to demonstrate how 
widespread is the public interest which 
the fire trial has aroused.

AUSTRO-GERMAN 
RELATIONS. 


The Times in an editorial article to-day 
observes:—The national and _ religious 
celebrations in the Austrian capital reached 
their climax last night with an important 
speech by the Chancellor (Dr. Doilfuss), 
in which he. outlined a programme of 
national reconstruction on Fascist lines, 
He chose for his announcement the 
moment when the German Catholic 
Congress merged into the commemoration 
of the deliverance of Vienna from the Turks 
250 years ago. The Catholic Congress 
began its proceedings separately last week, 
and will conclude them separately to- 
morrow in a pilgrimage to the most 
venerated of Austrian shrines in the 
Styrian Alps. The Congress was planned 
about a year ago, many months before the 


many. The moment was, however, 
deliberately arranged to coincide with the 
celebration of the famous victory over the 
Turks in 1683, when the heroic defenders 
under Prince Stahremberg were finally re- 
lieved by that gallant’ Crusader, King 
Sobieski, of Poland. 

In Austria religious and political values 
are often fused together, and the present 
Chancellor (Dr. Dollfuss), though not a 
cleric by profession—like one of his 
recent predecessors in the Chancellor- 
ship—is one of the chiefs of the 
same Christian Social Party which, 
as its name implies, puts co-operation 
with the Roman Catholic Church in the 
forefront of its political programme. It 
is, theréfore, entirely in accordance with 
Austrian tradition that celebrations which 
began with a procession of Church 
dignitaries through the streets, and will 
end with a pilgrimage to the mountains, 
should become closely associated with 
political events of the historical past and 
of the fateful present; for there can be 
no doubt that the scores of thousands of 
Viennese and of Austrian provincials who 
have flocked into the capital for the 
celebrations have made them an occasion 
of testifying to Dr. Dollfuss enthusiastic 
support in the fight which he is now 
making for the liberty of his country. 

In so far as the Austrian episcopate 
had a definite secular purpose in con- 


combat the disintegrating forces that after 
the War had debased the life of the people 
in Austria, as in other countries ; and it is 
remarkable that this effort to raise the 
national self-respect should come into 
collision with a movement in Ger 1uny 
which undoubtedly has as its supreme 
motive the restoration of German prestige.

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SECTION TO BE MADE 
OPERATIVE. 


DUTIES OF PUBLIC 
AUTHORITIES. 


ORTION of the Free State Road Traffic 
Act—relating to the regulation of 
traffic, a number of miscellaneous provi- 
sions, and the preliminary and explanatory 
sections—is now in operation. The major 
part of the bill, however, is not yet law. 

It is provided in the Act that the date 
or dates upon which any section or sections 
shall come into operation shall be fixed by 
orders of the Minister. It is further stated 
that one of the next sections to come into 
operation shall be that relating to compul- 
sory third party insurance, and an order 
in respect of that portion of the bill may 
‘be made about the lst January next. 

It is now unlawful for a person to hold 
on to, get on to, or mto a moving vehicle 
without the permission of the driver, and 
it is also unlawful for a cyclist or tricyclist 
in a public place to hold on to another 
moving vehicle (other than a pedal cycle 
which no person is riding) without the 
consent of the rider or driver of the other 
vehicle. In other words, a pedestrian may 
not steal rides, nor may a cyclist be towed 
along by hanging on to the side or back of 
another vehicle. 


FAIR DAYS IN TOWNS. 


The Act makes it the duty of the public 
authorities in any place where a fair or 
market Is being held to make such bye-laws 
as may be necessary for securing the free 
passage of vehicular traffic through such 
place. Motorists who have endeavoured to 
proceed through an Irish country town where 
a fair or market was in progress will appre-, 
ciate the necessity for such a section as this 
in the Act. 

Other sections in operation deal with the 
prohibition or obstruction of traffic, the pro- 
tection of bridges from excessive burdens, and 
the closing of particular roads to vehicles. 


"BUSMEN’S HOURS, 


Ihe section bearing upon the periods of 
work of ‘bus drivers, which had a sequel in 
the recent threat of a strike in Dublin, pre- 
scribes as excessive more than’ five and a half 
hours continuous driving; any series of con- 
tinuous periods of driving amounting ‘to more 
than eleven hours in any period of twenty- 
four hours beginning two hours after mid- 
night; any period or series of periods so 
arranged that the driver has not at least ten 
consecutive hours of rest in every twenty- 
four hours beginning at the commencement 
of any period of driving. 

It 1s permissible, however, for a driver to 
have only nine consecutive hours of rest 
In. one BE of twenty-four hours if he has 
twelve hours continuous rest in the next. 


“JOY-RIDING ” PENALTIES. 


The first of the Miscellaneous Section deals 
with “ joy-riding.”” Any person who drives 
or uses, or takes possession of, a mechanically 
propelled vehicle without the consent of the 
owner shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
£50 or to imprisonment for a term not exceed- 
ing six months, or to both fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Where a mechanically propelled vehicle is 
used to draw more than one other vehicle, 
every such drawn vehicle must be accompanied 
by or carry a person charged with the duty 
of attending to it. 

A fine not exceeding £20 is prescribed for 
interfering or attempting to interfere with the 
mechanism of a stationary vehicle. It is an 
offence also to get into or attempt to get into 
such a vehicle. 


MINISTER'S LIABILITY. 


The Minister for Finance is made civilly 
liable for damages in respect of mjury to 
persons or property occasioned by the negli- 
gent driving of a mechanically propelled 
vehicle belonging to the State. 
fiat of the Attorney-General will be necessary 
before an action is brought. 

Liability of any person for injury occasioned 
by the negligent driving of a mechanically 
propelled vehicle by himself or his servant 
after lst December last shall not be limited to 
such person himself nor be terminated by his 
death, but shall be a liability of his real and 
personal estate, with the like priority as a 
debt or other liability under a simple contract. 

A person driving a vehicle with the consent 
of the owner shall, for the purpose of deter- 
mining the liability or non-hability of such 
owner for injury occasionéd by negligent 
driving of such person, be deemed to drive 
the vehicle as a servant of the owner, 


FALSE DECLARATIONS, 


Another section provides for the reimburse- 

ment of hospitals treating victums of road 
accidents. 
' When a member of the Civic Guard believes 
that a cyclist has given him false or mis- 
leading information, he may take the bicycle, 
by force if necessary, and retain it until such 
time as he is satisfied as to the identity of 
such a person. —. | 

A person who makes á false declaration in 
connection with application for a licence shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding £50 or to 
imprisonment up to six months. The same 
enalty is prescribed for the forging or fraudu- 
fently altering of a licence, plate, badge or 
certificate under the Act. 

Provision is also made for the issuing of 
regulations relating to the keeping or-using 
of petroleum.

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Nurse Dorothy Barnes, aged 26, was elec 
trocuted at Wimbledon Hospital while helps 
ing to take an X-Ray photograph. 

r. R. H. Swinglehurst, of Wimbledon Hos- 
ital, at the inquest yesterday, said that he 
ad been instructed to make a stereoscopic film 

of a fractured shoulder bladein an old woman. 
This necessitated two films being made. One 
was completed successfully. The radio- 
grapher said: “ Don’t touch,” and those pre- 
sent stood clear of the bench. He then 
pressed the button on the bed to start the 
exposure. About half way through Nurse 
Barnes put out her hand towards the bed. 
There was a flash, and what ap to be a 
yellow flame shot out. ‘It looked as though 
the bed was in flames,” said the doctor. The 
nurse drew back sharply, but smiled and 
said that she was all right. A few seconds 
later, however, she said she felt funny and 
collapsed on the floor. Although artificial 
respiration was tried, she died immediately. 

She was a sister in the ward, and she had 
previous experience of helping at X-Ray 
work. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict that death 
was due to an inadvertence on the part of 
the nurse, and the jury added that they could

SIR ROBERT HADFIELD’S 


GIFT. 


Sir Robert Hadfield, Bart., head of th 
famous Sheffield steel firm which bears his 
name, has presented £5,000 to Sheffield 
University. 

The gift, which it is expected will be used 
for the advancement of metallurgical know- 
Jedge, was made in commemoration of the 
visits of the Iron and Steel Institute Con- 
ference to Sheffield, first in 1905, when Sir 
Robert was President, and again this year. 

Sir Robert is himself a famous metallurgist 
and scientist, being a Fellow of the Royal 
Society, and has always displayed great in- 
terest in the metallurgical department of the 
University, of which he is a Council member, 

In 1926 in commemoration of the Univer- 
sity’s coming-of-age, he built and opened the 
metallurgical research laboratories. 


While working at his bench at the premises 
of a building contractor in Ardee street, 
Dublin, yesterday, Michael Sheridan, a fifty- 
five year old carpenter, of h road, 
Rathmines, collapsed sino k e was 
taken to the Meath Hospital by ambulance, 
but on examination he was found to be dead.
